The Sovict Premier is forever 
stressing Ruasla's gin- 
cerity, But this is no 
guarantee that = chasms 
separating East and West 
can be spunned. [n fact 
before a summit meeting 
the West will want new 
evidence thit some tangible 
result—other than complete 
failure — ix asatired. What 
has the uncompromising 
Mr Khrushchev — to 
which can be reckoned n 
real contribution to world 
peace? 


R Khrushchey makes no 
bones about sacrificing 
German unity for the 
anfety of the satellites in 
Eastern Europe. And he 


clearly shows his contempt | 


for the 
Germany

who rule it under Moscow's 
guidance today. It will be 
noticed that the feelings of 
the people of East Germany 
count for nothing, The

Churles May lost po time in 
reorganising the Police Force, 
but as most of the crim!nal class 
were Chinese, the Inck oo:
